veral Shires of this Our Ancient Kingdom, and there by open Proclamation 
make Intimation that Our ſaid Parliament of this Kingdom is Adjourned to the 
ſaid Thirteen day of December 1 NEXtto Come, And ordaing theſe preſents to be 
Printed.
